EVERY part of the body seems to 


have its special enemies- m the germ 
world and the gums are no exception. 
Indeed, the entire membrane Lmng of 
the mouth seems especially susceptible to 
the microbes which cause trenfch mouth 
or Vincents angina. 


Thus this infection is highly contagious 


and may be snread from one "person to 
another 
through droplets whicn are. 


thrown into the air during talking or 
coughing, or by contaminated 
eating 


utensils, and insanitary drinking foun- 
tains Epidemics cf Vincent's infection are 
not unusual 


Ai a rule, mild cases of this disorder 


can be cleared up easJy In fac' there 
are manv forms of treatment wihch have 
been used for it. However, when tne dis- 
ease 
becomes severe 
and 
prolonged, 


thorough-going measures are necessary 


The condition produces soreness of the 


mouth and gums. There may be bleeding 
of the gums or a bad odor to the breath. ^^ 
The^gums are excessively tender. Ulcers ^f- 
or sores mav form on the sums or Iming 
membrane of the nxjoth. 


During the earlv strgee of mild cases 


simply brushing: the teeth and gums night 
and mormni? with "warm water "to which 


little salt has been added, followed by

amounts of hydrogen oeroxide and water, 
will produce a cure. It is also soggested 
that tablets of potassium chlorate be 
allowed to dissolve slowly in tee mouth,

In more advanced cases, this local treat- 


ment alone is not sufficient. It is sug- 
gested that rsmcfflin be employed in 
the more severe cases and tne sulfona- 
mide drugs for the less severe 


In any event, the first step fci the 


treatment Is for the dentist to remove 
deposits from the teeth, using all possible 
care and gentleness

that penicillin be injected into the upper 
and lower jaws However, equalU good re- 
sults seem to be obtained by giving the
